The Mint finally got around to offering the 
2007 26-coin mint set on Oct. 9. 

The set has stain-finsh Philadelphia and 
Denver mint cents, nickels, dimes, halves, 
Sacagwea dollars, state quarters and 
presidential dollars - everything but the first 
spouse gold pieces. 

The set is priced at $22.95. Last year’s 20-coin 
set was priced at $16.95. 

This year’s set also has new packaging that’s 
more attractive and provides views of all three 
sides of coins.
